The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Shibata et '287 and Voss et al '527. These references fail to teach 
or fairly suggest either singly or in combination EVA resins with ethylene/vinyl acetate 
mass ratios of at least 55/45.
